BE CONSIDERATE 


Remember too, in writing, to 
have a due consideration for the 
Master who is answering your letter. 
Write regularly and ask only one or 
two questions in each letter, or 
discuss only one or two problems.In 
this way your letter can be answer- 
ed to advantage.
